Lt. Colonel Walter O. Benz Jr. of 
Crandall place and Virginia avenue, 
Novato, climbed into the <x>ckpit of 
an P-84 Thunderjct at Hamilton Air 
Force Base yesterday and, within a 
scant hour, he made engineering 
history.

The Allison turbojet engine Üiat 
powered Colonel Benz* Tinmderjet 
had, on that short flight, marked up 
its l,(X)Oth hour . . . the first time 
in the history of jet-powered flight 
that an engine had reached the 
1,000-hour mark without a major 
overhaul. 
When Colonel Benz, commanding 
officer of the 82nd Wghter-Intcr- 
ceptor Squadron at Hamilton APB, 
taxied his craft to a stop after the 
historic flight he was met by of­ 
ficials of the base and representa­ 
tives of the Allison Division, General 


Motors Corporation, which produces 
the J-3S engine. The engine’s feat, 
watched with deep interest by Alli­ 
son engineers, was akin to rolling 
up 300,(XX) miles on one of today’s 
passenger automobiles. The maxi­ 
mum allowable time for a jet engine 
before major overhaul is 5(X) hours. 
* Immediately following the flight. 
Engine No. A-501627, was removed 
frmn the aircraft, packed and sent 
to the jet engine overhaul depot at 
Oklahoma City, Okla., for evaluar 
tlon and study. The study may well 
result in modification of future 
engines to prolong the life of the jet 
power-plants and save thousands of 
dollars, base officials said. 
Engine No. A-501627, delivered to

Preliminary work has started on 
a long range building program for 
rapidly growing St. Rita’s Catholic 
parish, 2100 Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard, Fairfax, the Rev. Albert 
Duffy, pastor of the church, has an­ 
nounced. 
At present, the pastor and a com­ 
mittee from the church’s men’s club 
is investigating the -feasibility of 
building an additkm to the exlking 
church or a new church building. 
This is necessary. Rev. Duffy ex­ 
plained, because of the overflow 
crowd at each of the six masses on 
Sundays. 
The problem has been solved tem­ 
porarily by stretching a tent between 
the church and the parish Imuse to 
accQfflodato 120 persons at mass 


three timft each Sunday, he added. 
Next major items of the building 
program in line of importance are a 
primary school, convent,/ and school 
auditorium. In all. Rev. Duffy pre­ 
dicted, the program would be spread 
out over 10 years. 
The new school would include all 
eight grades and be “a^complete 
plant” ready to accomodate primary 
grade children in the area, he 
added. 
Nuns, teaching in the new school, 
would be housed in the proposed 
convent. 
First step In the entire program 
came last May when the church 
acquired five acres contiguous to the 
existing buildings. The property is 
located 150 feet north of Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake boulevard. 


Pointing out plans were merely 
being considered, the pastor said. 
Martin Rist, a San .Francisco archi­ 
tect, was in consoltation with a 
building committee of the archdio­ 
cese to arrange a working schedule. 
Then, Rev. Duffy reminded, the 
problem of financing the whole pro­ 
gram must be tackled. 
Contributions toward the building 
fund, he said, are coming from var­ 
ious groups and activities connected 
with the church. Soon, the proceeds 
of St. Rita’s festival, to be present­ 
ed September 1-3, will be added to 
the fund, he declared.

Marin Isn't Only Area 
In Need Of Consolidation mmk suluvan:

The inswcr to our multiplicity of problems 
in the city and county is a consolidated gov- 
ernment This is becoming incrcSuingly appar­ 
ent, even to those who fint stood aghast at 
such an idea. 
The highway approach project is one that 
serves to accentuate the need for consolidated 
city-county government. Here is a project that 
could not be brought to fruition until the city, 
the county, the state and the railroad could act 
in unison. It was delayed for years on end 
for this reason. 
A consolidated government with one engi­ 
neer, one assessor, one tax collector, one 
auditor, one governing body, one head of all 
city and county police, and one unified city- 
county school system, could save millions for 
the taxpayers of these districts in our time. 
One purchasing department for the cit)' and 
county governments would effect an enormous 
saving. 
One purchasing department for the 
combined school districts of the county could 
effect an equally large saving. 
One police department, under the head of 
either a police chief or a sheriff, and governed 
by a police commission, could provide protec­ 
tion to both city and county such as we have 
never known. 
One governing board, in place of a board of 
supervisors and a city council, could have its 
ordinances and statutes vetoed by a mayor, and 
this would make for better and more economi­ 
cal government. 
, 
Properties assessed once, on the same pat­ 
tern, would result from such a consolidation, 
and taxes could be paid once to the same 
official. 
Exemptions would thus have to be 
claimed only at one place. 
City and county health measures could be 
•implified, and overlapping functions elimi- 


I 


nated, in spite of the fact that both depart­ 
ments arc now managed by the same official. 
The needs of the district with reference to 
water and power, and also to recreation could 
be more adequately met if the city and county 
was a unit. 
There could be one district prosecutor, con- 
scHdating the offices of the city attorney and 
the county attorney. 
Courts could be modcrniicd and simplified. 
The number of public employes could be 
cut in half, in all probability. 
The cost of government could be reduced 
accordingly, to the great benefit of the men 
and women of city and county. 
This consolidation could be brought about 
if the chairman of the board of supervisors 
and the presiding officer of the city council, 
acting in unison, appointed a board of free­ 
holders to take preliminary steps looking 
toward such a project. 
There is no time like the present!

How Civilization Confuses Men, 
Dogs, While Rabbits Go Right On 


A preponderance of the evidence, 
and a preponderance of the major 
forces at work, suggests that an 
advance in the wagc-price spiral 
may be getting under way. The ad­ 
vance is made likely by official ad­ 
ministration actions. The principal 
recent action is an order by the 
Wage Stabilization Board, made 
effective last week, raising the ceil­ 
ing over wages which it had de­ 
creed 7 months before. The order 
itself made an advance of the 
wage-price spiral extremely likely. 
The way it came about raises a 
disquieting question as to whether 
the administration earnestly in­ 
tends to arrest the wage-price 
spiral and inflation. 
The part the administration has 
in the wage-price spiral is illus­ 
trated by the way last week’s new 
wage policy came about. Some 
months ago, the administration, 
creating agencies to check infla­ 
tion, set up among others a Wage 
Stabilization Board composed of 12 
members, 4 each to represent labor, 
industry and the public. This board 
last January decreed a general 
ceiling over wages. The ceiling, 
with some qualifications, was 10 
per cent above the level of the 
year before, January 15,1950. 


THIS CEILING WAS vigorously 
protested by organized labor. The 
4 labor members of the Wage Sta­ 
bilization Board withdrew. As a 
broader protest, a “Labor Policy 
Committee,” composed of high of­ 
ficers of the large national labor 
organizations, formally protested 
the administration’s mobilization 
policy and set-up as a whole, de­ 
claring that labor was not suffi­ 
ciently represented on the agencies 
composing the set-up. 
President Truman yielded. Among 
other appeasements he appointed a 
new and larger Wage Stabilization 
Board. This board has now issued 
an order declaring a new policy 
and practice about wage ceilings. 
'The new order permits wage raises 
under varying conditions, the total 
effect of which is estimated to be 
a raise of 2 to 4 per cent above 
the former 10 per cent standard 
ceiling which labor had protested. 
The new wage ceiling is a result 
of pressure by organized labor on 
the Administration and yielding by 
the Administration. 


THE EFFECT OF a general wage 
raise, the part it has In the wage- 
price spiral, Is stated by Economic 
Stabilization Administrator . Eric 
Johnston, in a statement he made 
in connection with the new wage 


policy: “We all know that waft 
increase are reflected in price in­ 
creases and that price increases 
lead to wage increases.” Tliat is a 
clear and exact statement of a 
fundamental economic truth. Orasp 
of that truth is a step toward un­ 
derstanding the whole subjébt of 
the wage-price spiral and Inflation. 
An overall feature of the new 
wage policy sanctions are In gen­ 
eral “escalator clauses” in wage 
contracts 'between employers and 
unions. The escalator clause ties 
wages to cost of living. Under it, 
wages go up automatically in pro­ 
portion as cost of living goes up. 
Theoretically, wages also go down 
with cost of living, but who that 
has ever ridden In a literal escala­ 
tor has seen it go downward? True, 
an escalator clause in a contract 
between General Motors and a 
union of its workers once resulted 
in a slight reduction of wages. But 
the overwhelming probability is 
that the effect of escalator clauses 
in contracts is likely to be made as 
a result of the new wage policy 
will be upward-upward in wages 
and upward in cost of living. 
In short, the escalator clause Is 
an automatic mechanism of infla­ 
tion. As “The New Yorx Herald 
Tribune” put it, “the government 
is deliberately building into the 
industrial economy an inflationary 
force which cannot be oontrolled.** 


THE ESCALATOR CLAUSE is 
added to a built-in automatic 
mechanism of Inflation that al­ 
ready existed. In the mechanism • 
the active forces, working mutually 
and reciprocally, are wages and 
government price support of farm 
crops. As wages rise and prices of 
manufactured goods follow up­ 
ward, the department of agricul­ 
ture fixes higher prices at which It 
supports prices of farm crops. 
Price support of farm crops is 
embodied in law and operated by 
the administration. The escalator 
clause in wage contracts is author­ 
ized by an administration agency. 
Both work as an advantage to 
large groups and are thereby sup­ 
posed to appeal to large numbers 
of voters. Neither Is likely to be 
terminated voluntarily by an ad­ 
ministration in office on the eve 
of an election year; the most that 
could be expected, and this not 
very confidently, would be some 
modification. Any effective check 
of the automatic mechanism of in­ 
flation, whléh the two compose de­ 
pends upon the immense class to 
whom inflation works hardship, 
the consumers.

Atomic Power May Bring 
Government Into Industry 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON iJF) — The navy 
created a sensation In announcing 
that it has arranged to build a 
submarine driven by atomic power. 
But this doesn’t mean we’ve ad­ 
vanced so far in development of 
atomic energy that we’ll be using 
it the day after tomorrow In Amer­ 
ican industry instead of oil and 
coal and water. 
Side by side with its main job 
of producing atomic weapons the 
atomic energy commission (AEG) 
learns and develops other uses for 
the atom and it has made this 
much progress to date: 
Right now it can use atomic en­ 
ergy to provide Industrial power. 
The fact that the atomic sub­ 
marine is to be buüt is proof of 
that. But the main point is this: 


AEC STILL HASN’T FOUND a 
way to provide atomic energy for 
industry so cheaply that industry 
would drop the usual coal-electric- 
watcr-power it’s using now. 
Recently the chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, Gor-

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don E. Dean, said that in his opin­ 
ion the use of atomic energy in in­ 
dustry is still a good way off. And 
he gave some reasons for saying 
so: 
1. There are technical difficul­ 
ties which must first be overcopie. 
2. There’s no immediate indus­ 
trial need for atomic energy since 
we’re still so well supplied with the 
usual kind. 
3. Defense needs for atomic en­ 
ergy are still greater than the com­ 
mercial needs of industry, and 
therefore need more work and at­ 
tention now. 
Last July the AEC said work was 
being done on atomic energy for 
driving submarines and planes. It 
seems plain now. from the navy’s 
announcement, that work on the 
submarine has outstripped work on 
the plane. 


THIS MAY EXPLAIN some of 
the problems ahead for industry : 
In making atomic weapons the 
government 
n e e d s 
plutonium. 
Roughly, it gets the plutonium this 
way: 
Natural uranium Is dumped Into ■ 
a reactor (call It an engine). The 
uranium contains two kinds of 
atoms. 235 and 238. The 235'» keep 
hopping around and hit the 238’s. 
This results In changes which pro­ 
duce the needed plutonium. 
But this process produces tre­ 
mendous energy in the form of 
heat, more energy than the gov­ 
ernment needs. So the question Is: 
How can this heat be used for 
the benefit o¿ industry by provid­ 
ing power to turn the wheels of 
industry. For Instance, how can 
the heat be turned into steam for 
driving engine turbines? 
When the solution Is found—that 
is, when industry can use this 
atomic energy at cost cheaper than 
its present means of power — we 
shall have moved far forward in 
the atomic age. 
Four groups of big companies, 
chemical and electrical power com­ 
panies. recently made a deal with 
AEC: 
They’Ll i»nd their technicians, 
after they’ve been well-checked by 
the FBI, into the commisslon’i 
plants to study the reaeton, or

Oil Industry Is Closing 
Gap Of Iran's Shut-down 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (/P)—American oil­ 
men say the loss of Iran’s crude 
oil ha s already been licked by step­ 
ped up production here and in 
Venezuela and elsewhere In the 
Middle East. This has already been 
done—no matter how today’s polit­ 
ical crisis over Iranian oil may 
eventually turn out. 
The problem of the loss of 
Azbadan’s refining facilities is on 
the way to being licked. Refining 
plants are being expandad In Eu­ 
rope and the United States that 
soon will make up for the loss of 
Abadan’s 458,000 barrel-a-day flow. 
The big plant has been closed now 
for weeks. 


SPOT SHORTAGES WILL be a 
problem for awhile, oilmen admit, 
but 
American 
companies 
have 
pooled their resources in oil, tank­ 
ers, and refining facilities to meet 
these shortages where they arise. 
First shortages to show up have 
been: 1. In Iran, where the United 
States is being asked to replace the 
16,000 tons of lubricants the now 
nationalized Anglo-Iranlan Oil Co. 
used to furnish for Iran’s train 


axles and airplane engines. 2. In 
aviation gasoline, with a British 
overseas airway cargo flight from 
London to Singapore being can­ 
celled. 3. In some African and Far 
Eastern ports, where bunker oil 
for ships is reported in short sup­ 
ply. 
But these problems can be licked 
—although what will be done about 
Iran’s Internal shortage of oil 
products is a political issue, not 
an oil industry headache. 


HOW THE OIL INDUSTRY heri 
and abroad has closed In the gap 
since Iran moved in March to na­ 
tionalize the oil industry there is 
a story of quickly stepped-up pro­ 
duction, of re-routing of oil tankers 
on the seven seas, of speeding up 
the opening of a new refinery in 
England. 
In March UjS. oil wells were pro­ 
ducing 6,052,000 barrels of crude 
oil a day. The first of this month 
they were producing 6,231,250 bar­ 
rels. Texas is stepping up Septem­ 
ber production by 76,861 barrels a 
day to reach an all-time record of 
3,059,367 in that st^te. 
Gains In Middle East oil pro­ 
duction are even more striking.

THE PURPOSE: TO SEE if they 
can fxime up with a plan by which 
private industry could produce plu­ 
tonium for the government and 
at the same time use the tremen­ 
dous energy, resulting from the 
manufacture of plutonium, for 
supplying industry with power. 
If they do produce a plan, and 
it should take at least a year, the 
AEC will have to study it. And con­ 
gress will almost certainly have to 
approve before private industry is 
allowed into this field. 
When the time comes for such 
a decision, there probably will be 
a long and bitter fight^no one 
is predicting the outcome —over 
this question: 
Should private firms be allowed 
to use atomic energy, developed by 
the government at the expense of 
the taxpayers, for private profit? 
or should the government itself 
step into the industrial power field 
on the grounds that atomic energy 
is public property?

Jap Treaty May 
Run Into Storms

WASHINGTON m — The Jap­ 
anese peace treaty to be signed to 
San Francisco next month may 
head into some new storms when it 
comes before the Senate for ratifi­ 
cation.

FBI Agents Guard Remains Of 
Crashed Plane Where 50 Died

DECOTO (U.R)—Six FBI agents to­ 
day guarded the splintered remains 
of a United Airlines DC-6B pending 
t le arrival of technicians who will 
determine whether sabotage played 
part in the crash that killed all 
> persons aboard. Among them was 
Mario Durante, Sausalito, flight 
engineer. 
Chief Agent Harry M. Kimball 
said fingerprint experts and labora­ 
tory technicians were called to from 
Washington to help identify the 
dead and to examine the fragments 
of wreckage for possible clues to 
sabotage. 
Six special agents, meanwhile, 
stood guard cm the fatal hilltop to 
keep everyone away from the plane's 
propellers and en^nes. 
Kimball declined to say exactly 
what the experts would look for to 
the wreckage except that his mea 
'were “making an inquiry to.de- 
teiwiine whether sabotage has been 
coinmltted.” 
Nine twisted bodies stiU lay 
amidst the scattered wreeksge. The 
search for them was called off last 
night because of insufficient light- 
tog. 
Deputies were to return to the 
scene at sunup today. 


Thirty-two bodies were removed 
from the crash scene by rescuers 
who carried them out of the brush- 
choked canyon on foot and by horse 
pack train. 
Nine more were en route to the 
temporary morgue set up in the 
auditorium of the Decoto grammar 
school. 
The giant airliner—carrying 44 
p a s s e n g e r s and six crewmen— 
smashed the hill only 20 feet from 
its 1,500 summit. The impact ripped 
the plane to bits and fragments 
bounced over the crest of the hill 
and skidded down a slope into a 
SOO-loot canyon. 
The missing dead were thought to 
be concealed to the deep brush of 
the canyon where they were thrown 
when the plane burst apart 
At least eight children, ranging In 
age ftom eight months to 14 yean 
old, and five military pmmnel 
were among those killed. 
The plane, a DC-6B, was a new 
type placed to service only 34 days 
ago after settlement of a pilots' 
strike over pay for flying the huge 
aircraft. 
It left Boston Thursday, making 
stopa at Hartford, Conn., develaxid 


and Chicago. The crash occurred as 
the plane neared the Oakland Air­ 
port—its last stop before competing 
its flight to San Francisco A i^rt. 
Near the edge of the precipice over 
which the plane hurtled into the 
500-foot canyon lay the tiny body 
of a little boy. He was wearing a 
bright red sweater and his blond, 
curly hair was stained to the same 
color frcHn an ugly wound. Three of 
the victims were babes to arms.

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CALIFORNIA OUTDOORS-GOOD FISHING 
Vacationing Columnist Keeps Hopping 
To Visit All Good Streams For trout 


A 90-Yard Reminder

Wilson’s Resort, Lake Almanor. 
Dear Bossf 
There certainly is a lot of terri­ 
tory up here. Ill bet I’ve covered 
more area and seen more good fish­ 
ing water In the past week than 
there is In some whole states. 
And, you know the funny thing 
about it is that Tve only been able 
to study the fishing in about a third 
of the streams I’d planned to see 
this far. 
The trouble with this country 
there isn’t any place to leave off. 
Just as soon as you’ve taken a shot 
at some lake or stream, three more 
pop up somewhere else, and you 
have to go try them. 
STONE’S THROW 
Here I am in a stone's throw of 
Lake Almanor and Fve only had 
time to get out there four mornings 
in a week. I fish the streams around 
here in the afternoons, because I 
don’t think 3rou ought to get one­ 
sided about such things, do you? 
I was surprised to note from a 
vmliey report today that fishing is 
generally punk up here no4r in tha 
streams and Almanor isn’t what it 
should be. I fished one wonderful 
evening on the north fork of the 
Feather this week-end. On ligbt dry 
fly tackle with a pound and three- 
(piarter leader, I hooked four rain­ 
bows In about an hour and a half. 
That was wonderful. The payoff Is 
that I couMnt bold a single one 
of them. They aU broke the leader 
or pulled the hooks out. The water 
is so clear that with heavy leaders 
you Just don’t get Hah on at alL 


Wendell Snow, who runs a little 
fishing place at Seneca and Don 
Sabin, who' works for him, went 
out with me. Both are excellent 
fishermen and certainly know that 
stretch of the river. Don took three 
about 13 to 18 inches. Wendell hook­ 
ed four and lost them, the same 
as I did. 
We’ve been having thundershow­ 
ers up here the past three after­ 
noons. It raises hob with the eve­ 
ning fishing, hut if it ever gets over 
things should pick up a lot. 
This morning I went out early and 
got one rainbow, in Brunnell hole 
on the lake. It wasnt- so big—18% 
inches and two and a half pounds. 
Charlie Farmer of Red Bluff, who 
is a veteran on this lake, hooked and 
landed three about the same size 
as mine. We were the only two who 
took fish while I was out. But, if 
these af ternoon storms wtH clear up. 
everjrbody ought to hit them. 
GOOD EXAMPLE 
Charlie is a good example of the 
"poor fishing” on Lake Almanor. A 
disabled veteran, he spends most of 
the summer up* here. So far he’s 
taken about 175 trout, all in the 
lake, as his health won’t permit him 
to hike off into the hills eny more 
Tnegnuch as the trout taken here 
run up to around 5 or 6 pounds, with 
an occasional lunker tossed in, that 
looks like a lot of fish to me. 
I recall that last week I mentioned 
that several partid had reported 
lake. Well they are still there—or 
seeing regular whoppers out in the 
some placa—1 didn’t get üiem. 


But, Just so you wouldn't think 
that I was given to telling "fisher­ 
men’s” tales, I did a little checking 
around. The largest fish taken here 
this year—and for some years past— 
was landed by Skip Crawford of 
Chester on May 34. When he got it 
to town, It weighed 17% pounds and 
was 30 inches long. It was a Lock 
Leven, not a rainbow. 
A few large trout are moving into 
the river and streams that feed into 
Almanor now to get away from the 
hot wdither. Some good catches on 
flies have been made in the North 
Fork above the lake, below Chester, 
in the last week. 
^ . BEAUTIFUL TROUT 
I stood on a bank the other night 
along the Hamilton branch, which 
also runs into the Iske and saw 
about a dozen beautiful trout loafing 
in a stretch not 200 yards long, from 
the mouth up to the first highway 
bridge. But look was all I did. That 
part of the stream is closed by the 
fish and game commission. To lish 
there, where the trout gather to seek 
relief from the warm lake water 
would be no less than murder. 
Later I took my 12-year-old son 
up on the Hamilton Branch. He 4s 
Just learning to fly fish and be 
caught three on a Jack Horner deer 
hair fly. The branch is a good little 
stream, but the fish are small. Tbey 
are all native spotted trout and I 
threw back about a dozen and kept 
four. But its a good place for the 


Tomorrow Tm going sightseeing 
with the family up in Lassen Na­ 
tional Park, and of course, if I hap­ 
pen to have a ñy rod along and see 
anything that looks fishable, we 
might stop a minute or two. 
SIGHTSEEING 
After that, I plan to check on 
the bass in Round Valley lake out 
of Greenville and on the trout in the 
Rising river, Hat creek, the Pitt river 
and maybe the McCloud. Those 
streams are north of here. Of ccurte 
oh the south I still have to look 
into the situation on the Middle 
Pork of the Feather, which they saj 
is far better than the North Fork. 
And of coiurse, there’s Buck's lake, 
where night fishing la permitted, 
and Mill creek and Left Hand creek, 
which run into the lake, and Buck 
creek and Grizzly creek which are 
nearby. There are quite a lot of 
others, but those are the most im 
portant ones I think we ought to 
know about—besides of course check­ 
ing back on the lake in the morn­ 
ings and on the Seneca stretch of 
the North Fork. 
I Just have time to get this in the 
postoffice at Chester and get out to 
the North Fork for the evening fish ­ 
ing (if it doesn’t storm), so TU re­ 
port the rest of my findings next 
week.

Hiroshima 
Joins The 


PVT. GENE FÜJITA 
f o r t MEADE, Md. W —Pvt, 
Gene Fujita refused to fight against 
the United States—and ended up 
being blasted by a U. S. atom bomb. 
He was burned, and his father was 
kiUed at Hiroshima. 
But now. 21-year-old Gene, a 
Japanese-American, Is ready to 
fight for Uncle Sam. He’s a OI 
here at a medical replacement train­ 
ing center. 
If young Gene hadnt refused to 
take up arms against the United 
States in World War n , he might 
not have been in Hiroshima that 
fateful Aug. 6, 1045, the day the 
A-bomb blasted that Japanese city. 
Fujita's story goes back to the 
summer o,f 1040 when he and his 
family took a vacation trip to Jap­ 
an. When the family tried to get 
back to the U. 8. in 1041, they 


Survivor 
U. S. Army 
couldn’t get transportation. So Am­ 
erican bom Gene and his family 
were trapped in Japan when the war 
started. 
They tried to make the best of 
it and Gene entered a high school 
in Japan. Then came 1044, when 
U. S. forcee were closing in on Nip­ 
pon and B-208 were blasting Jap­ 
anese cities. 
•Gene was given the choice of Join­ 
ing the Japanese army or becoming 
a first aid ^[lecialist to help out 
after bombing attacks. 
He refused to Join the army and 
so was assigned to a Job in a gov­ 
ernment factory at Hiroshima with 
a side task as a first aid*man. 
He said that some other Ameri- 
can-bora Japanese boys were in the 
factory when the A-bomb-carrying 
B-20 appeared over Hiroshima. Ten 
of the boys including Gene, went 
to an air raid shelter w hen-^e 
alarm sounded, and Just as Gene 
closed the shelter door there was a 
tremendous blast. 
Gene was burned on the hand 
but after the raid he picked his way 
through the blasted city giving aid 
to the wounded. 
He says the main avenue of 
Hiroshima was so littered with 
dead he could barely walk, but he 
gave aid where he could from his 
first aid pack. 
Among the victims was his father 
After the war, Fujita and his 
mother, Mrs. Mary Fujita, made 
their way back to the United States 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. (UB— 
When it comes to multiplication 
the* vaunted, rapidly - reproducing 
rabbit can take a backseat to that 
old slowpoke of the woods, the 
opossum. 
The Missouri conservation com­ 
mission can cite figures to prove 
that the ’possum can give B r» 
Rabbit a run for his money when 
it comes to producing young. 
A mature cottontail rabbit pro­ 
duces a yearly average of about IT 
young in four litters. The labor- 
saying ’possum may produce Just as 
many young in a year and does it 
in only two batches. 
The ’possum may be slow about 
most things but the freakish little 
animal has the shortest gestation 
period of any North American mam- 
mal—only 12% days. However, the 
time Is lengthened a little because 
the young wpmú six to eight weeks 
in the mother’s pouch. 
SMALL AT BIRTH 
At birth, young opossums are 
quite undeveloped and it would take 
270 of the tiny creatures to make 
an ounce. They are so small that a 
itter of 16 would crsily fit in a 
tablespoon. 
The *possum has many pecuUar- 
ties not shared by fellow North 
American mammals. The American 
freak has a pouch similar to a kan­ 
garoo, a monkey-like prehensile tail, 
grasping clawlcss thumb on the 
hind foot and more teeth than a 
dental laboratory wlndow--50. 
Although not possessing high 
grade fur, ’possums bring trappers 
n Missouri about one-sixth of their 
income. The hide isn’t worth much 
—only 30 cents—but It is used in 
ackets, coats and trimming. 
MAKES NICE EATING 
The ’possum will eat almost any­ 
thing and conversely, almost any­ 
one will eat a ’possum. Baked* the 
omnivorous little mammal is a 
gourmet’s delight to some. For this 
reason, the *possum which weighs 
from four to 12 pounds and attains 
a length of about two and one half 
feet, seldom lives longer than eight 
years. 
’Possum hunting has almost be­ 
come a national sport. The wily 
little rambler of the woods is found 
in almost every state. Any dog, from 
the pedigreed to the cur, can tree 
a ’possum. There’s a reason. The 
•possum Just isn’t very bright.

’’When I get back I hope to go 
down to Washington tb see Mr. 
Acheson in person,” said the 24- 
ycar-old Marine from Camden, NJ. 
Ill tell him he is doing a good 
Job and ask him not to let them 
put him out of office.” 
So far the Secretary of State and 
the Leatherneck have met only by 
letter. The blond corporal told abou 
it today as he sat on a cot in his 
tent at Inchon, port city for Seoul 
Last January, Moullette was 
confused Marine stationed at Camp 
Pendleton, he wanted to know why 
-he United States was fighting in 
Korea. 
He asked this question in a letter 
to his father, who forwarded the 
etter to Acheson. 
Acheson answered on March 1 
and the story made newspaper 
headlines across the coimtry. 
Moullette said this afternoon he 
wasn’t too ’’bowled over” at first by 
he Secretary of State’s letter. 
“But,” he added, “when I reached 
Korea soon afterwards, Acheson'S 
words hit me like a slap in the 
ace.” 
“And I believe it woke the people 
up in the states. 
"The gist of his answer was tha 
the United States is trying to (1) 
build up the kind of world we wan 
to live in and (2) ward off aggres 
sion."Our fighting here in Korea has

OLYMPIA, Wash. (U.PJ—Problems 
of financing highways in several 
parts of the United States are being 
studied carefully by an official of 
the Turkish government. . 
Turkey hopes to find the answer 
to its own problem of paying for 
roads In the highway tax structures 
used by states of this nation. 
Halit Basar, chief of financial and 
economic research for ’Turkey’s min­ 
istry of public works, was sént to 
the United States after Turkey be­ 
gan its nine-year highway building 
program without aid of cash. 
Basar is spending the summer 
with the Washington State depart* 
ment of highways. Previously, Ba­ 
sar spent several months with tlie 
bureau of public roads in Washing­ 
ton, D.C., and the highway depart­ 
ments of Michigan, Minnesota and 
North Dakota. 
STARTING FROM SCRATCH 
His Job is to find highway-user 
taxes that could be put to work 
back home. The Job is more diffi­ 
cult than that facing most state 
highway directors, because Turkey 
literally is starting from scratch. 
Unlike ^most of the 48 states, 
Turkey has no special tax devoted 
solely to» highway purposes. Basar 
said* his country’s road building 
money comes from a somewhat an­ 
cient form of taxation, the head 
tax, which amounts to about $4 for 
every citizen from age 18 through 
60.Basar said the gasoline tax from 
which most states derive much of> 


their highway revenue would not 
be of much immediate help in 
Turkey. Although Turkey is a na­ 
tion of about 20,000,000 population 
with an army of about 1,000,000 
men, he pointed out that it has 
only about 50,000 civilian vehicles. 
However, as Turkey’s system of 
highways grows, Basar said a gas 
tax would become more valuable. 
What Turkey needs now is a 
financial plan that will give its 
nine-year road program a good 
start. As a starter. Basar said he is 
considering seriously recommending 
a bond issue, a form of loan used 
by many states to speed building 
programs. 
NEEDED FOR DEFENSE 
The need for modem highways In 
Turkey is magnified by the import­ 
ant role the nation is playing as a 
bulwark against Communist aggres- 
sidn in the Middle East. Besides the 
mptary need. Basar said modem 
roads would help improve the na­ 
tion’s economy through better mar­ 
keting of agricultural products and 
industrial development. 
The Turkish economist said his 
country has been aided considerably 
by modem highway construction 
equipment it received through the 
United States* foreign aid program. 
Although Turkey has some equip­ 
ment and a plan, it still needs the 
cash, however. 
One problem Turkey does not 
have, but which is p re v a le n t 
throughout the United States, Ba­ 
sar said, is the parking problem.

Animals Spread Malady 
BERKELEY (U.PJ — Results of 
itudy of "Q” fever, a virus disease 
found in sheep, cattle, and some­ 
times hufhans, were released today 
by the California Public Health de­ 
partment here. 
Dr. Edwin H. Lennetce, who made 
a study of 180 human cases, the 
largest group studied to date, said 
"Q” fever was found to attack men 
almost exclusively. The attacks were

he said. 
In northern California a "definite 
relation between the spring lambing 
season” and outbreaks of the fever 
among humans was found. 
An examination of 16,000 animals 
showed that sheep most frequently 
had the disease in northern Cali­ 
fornia, while cattle hatd it more of­ 
ten in southern California. 
Dr. Lcnnette said that human vic­ 
tims usually were persons who had 
contact with such animals. He point­ 
ed out. however, that it is unlikely 
that "Q” fever could be contracted 
from animal products such as milk. 
"Inhalation of dust from infected 
premises rather than contact with 
products from sheep, goats and cat­ 
tle,” spread the disease to humans, 
Dr. Llnnette said. 
Victims of "Q” fever may suffer 
circulatory ailments, enlarged liver 
and Jaundice, the survey found. 
Of 318 cases studied so far at the 
state lab, only ten were women. 
About one third of the persons af­ 
flicted were agriculture workers. 
In a recent outbreak of the dis­ 
ease at Colusa, there were 41 human 
cases. Dr. Lennette said that sheep 
cnroute to market are frequently 
taken through Colusa. 
Regarding treatment of the dis­ 
ease. Dr. Lhmetto said penicillin and 
aureomycin were used. "Aureomycin 
appeared to effect a significant re­ 
duction of the fever,” he said.

'ting the President to relax the 
curbs in def ense housing areas. 
The bill woilld authorize a $1,500,- 
000,000 expansion of the govern­ 
ment's authoi«ty to insure home 
mortgages. This and other features 
are designed to encourage private 
industry to build what housing is 
necessary. 
However, the bill also provides 
$50,000,000 for public housing to be 
built by tó government If neces­ 
sary, and $60.000.000 for such com­ 
munity services as waterworks and 
sewers in communities unable to 
finance them locally. 
Also included is a $10,000.000 fund 
for buying housing sites in isolated 
areas, and one oi $15,000,000 lor 
loans to assist producers and dis­ 
tributors of prefabricated housing. 
MODIFY RESTBICTIOHS 
The relaxation of housing credit 
restrictions would force a modifica­ 
tion of the current regulation "X 
which operates on i. sliding scale. 
Down payments would range as 
low as 4 per cent on the purchase 
price of a house costing $7,000 or 
less on a GI loan. The G1 down 
payment on a house in the $7,000- 
$10,000 range would be 6 per cent, 
and on one in the $10,000-$12,000 
class it would be 8 per cent. 
A 10 per cent down pajrmcnt 
would be required on a $7,000 house 
on which the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration insured the mortgage, 
or which was conventionally fi­ 
nanced. This would step up to 15 
yer cent down on a $7,000-$10,000 
louse and to 20 per cent on one 
costing from $10,000 to $12,000. 
Purchasers would have 25 years 
to pay off the balance. 
The bill would also allow the sus­ 
pension of residential credit rcstric- 
lons in critical defense areas of 
houses costing less than $12,000 or 
renting for less than $85 a month. 
On higher priced homes, the Presi­ 
dent would be allowed to relax the 
curbs to the extent he thought 
necessary.

In GI Insurance 
As Congress Acts 
The recent action of Congress anc 
the President in making permanent 
the right of a World War I or II 
veteran to keep renewing his gov­ 
ernment life insurance term policy 
should raise a question in the minds 
of some veterans about their choice 
of insurance plan. In the opinion of 
Paul W. Kraft, assistant Marin vet­ 
erans service officer. 
Term Insurance is the least ex­ 
pensive plan while the veteran is 
young, Kraft pointed out. But each 
time it is renewed for a five-year 
period .the premium rate goes up 
because of the veteran’s age. 
the time a veteran reaches 
middle age, he may find a term 
policy burdensome, Kraft suggested. 
In many cases, he added, con­ 
version of the term policy to one 
of six permanent plans of insurance 
offered by the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration is recommended. The pre­ 
mium may be higher to start with 
than the cost of insurance on the 
term plan, but it remains the same 
for the life- of the insurance con­ 
tract.

ment in the early stages of the dis­ 
order. 
Telescoping of the bowel, other­ 
wise known as intussuscption. is 
one of these conditions. Occurring 
most frequently in well-nourished 
infants under about two years of 
age, its first symptom is severe, col- 
■cky pain in the abdomen. 
The 
infant usually cries at frequent in­ 
tervals, and draws his legs upward. 
He may sleep quietly between these 
spells. Then vomiting and refusal 
to eat occur. 
If the circulation to the bowel 
is cut off by the telescoping, there 
may be evidence of shock. Though 
usually one of the late symtoms, it 
may develop early. The child may 
pass stools containing a mixture of 
bright red blood and mucus. The 
typically described “prune-juice-like 
stoolV is also very common. 
If the abdomen is carefully felt 
a swell may be noted. Upon exam­ 
ination of the rectum, the physician 
may be able to feel the intussuscep­ 
tion or bowel telescoping, in some 
cases. 
SYMPTOMS OCCUR LATE 
X-rays of the admomen usually 
do not help in making a diagnosis 
because the symptoms of bowel ob 
struction due to intussusception do 
not occur imtil late In the disease 
Colic is distinguished from this 
condition by the fact that there 
is susually no vomiting, the bowe 
movements have been normal, and 
the child appears to be in good 
health. 
An enema usually brings 
relief of the colic. 
Sometimes a chOd may have 
hardening of the stool in the intes 
tine which causes symptoms like 
those of intussusception. However, 
the physician can usually tell whe­ 
ther or not this condition exists by 
performing a simple rectal examina­ 
tion. 
b e st TREATMENT 
It is now accepted by most au­ 
thorities that the best treatment 
for telescoping of the bowel is early 
surgery. Operation is generally per­ 
formed as soon as a diagnosis is 
made, and the bowel that has tele­ 
scoped is pulled out. If there is no 
disturbance in the circulation, no 
further surgery is necessary and the 
abd omen is closed. 
Most infants recover very well 
from this disease Is diagnosis is 
made early, and treatment promptly 
carried out.

Window boxes are common in 
some places 
of 
th e 
world, 
in 
China, India, and in Europe. I 
saw hundreds in Mexico. In Cali­ 
fornia the window box is being 
used in new and dram atic ways 
to relieve the stark sim plicity of 
th e m odem home. I t adds a non­ 
commercial touch to the 
store 
fro n t of th e busy m erchant or 
shopkeeper. 
T he m echanics of window box 
construction are simple. A stout 
wooden box is best. In ch thick 
boards 10-12 Inches wide m ake 
sturdy boxes th a t last indefinitely 
when set on strong supports. M ake 
holes in to e bottom board and 
put in a layer of gravel for d rain ­ 
age. 
FiU your box w ith equal parts 
of screened loam , leaf mold, dairy 
fertilizer ahd sand. This m ixture 
never packs. Soak it all thorough- 
•ly, and let it stand 24 hours be­ 
fore planting. ' 
T he window box m ay be deco­ 
rative or utilitarian. On toe back 
window it can serve as a kitchen 
garden for chives, 
garlic, head 
lettuce or even red cabbage. P ars­ 
ley w ith its green ferny foliage 
dresses up to e picture. And of 
course to e herbs an d dw arf lav­ 
ender should never be overlooked. 
If to e sunlight is strong and the 
box 
is 
properly 
w atered 
these 
plants grow vigorously and yield 
quality food. 
B ut you and I th in k mostly of 
to e window box as a place full of 
flowers. In to e sun m any annuals 
and some perennials bloom lu st­ 
ily. The gardner should plan for 
each season. Among toe annuals 
for 
m id-sum m er 
are 
ageratum , 
petunias, lobelias, m arigolds, n as­ 
turtium s, and zinnias. Select de­ 
pendable 
annuals,

Pass over 
those requiring special m ethods.

How often should to e vegetables 
be w atered. Root crops such as 
beets, carrots, radishes and pars­ 
nips get along satisfactorily when 
w atered by overhead sprinklers. So 
do some kinds of lettuce. B ut vege­ 
tables such as beans, peas, to^* 
m atoes, eggplants, Irish potatfes, 
squash, com and mellons should 
never be w atered by toe overhead 
sprinkler. These vegetables pro­ 
duce perfect flowers and their 
pollen can 't function w hen w ater 
soaked nor w hen washed away. 
T he best way to get w ater to 
these vegetables is to use toe 
soakaway m ethod. You th in k of 
th is a t toe tim e you m ake your 
rows to p lan t in. You establish 
wide and deep ditches between 
these rows. In them w ater flows 
easily and penetrates deeply. 
Two days after a good watering 
is toe best tim e for toe gardener 
to cultivate to e soil. A h an d cul­ 
tivator is good, and it’s wise to 
pulverize to e surface. Broken soil 
creates a top m ulch which helps 
to hold m oisture a t to e roots 
where it Is w anted.

ON THE HOUSE 
Easy Short-Cut To Built-lns 
Found In Unpointed Furniture

An easy short-cut toward in­ 
stalling built-ins in a house is 
often offered by unpainted and 
knocked-down furniture. 
You can save a lot of space 
with built-ins, such as chests of 
drawers, dressers, vanities, book-, 
cases, desks. And when you can 
find unpainted furniture to fit the 
apace where you plan a built-in, 
your job is simplified to finishing 
only. 
‘ 
* 
The popularity of unfinished 
furniture has been one of the 
surprises of the retail trade in 
recent years. Because of rising 
labor costs, many manufacturers 
have found it possible to speed up 
production 
by 
eliminating 
the 
finishing processes. The result is 
that furniture of remarkably good 
quality can now be obtained in 
dismantied, or at least unpainted 
state. 
The woods used in such furni­ 
ture range frmn soft pine through^ 
hickory, birch, maple and other 
hardwoods. Usually you can bank 
on the label. The Federal Trade 
Commission requires that any­ 
thing tagged “solkl” mahogany 
lor walnut, (etc.) means that all 
exposed surfaces are of that wood. 
When the tag reads “genuine” 
mahogany (etc.) it means that 
the legs, pbsts and other members 
of the frame are solid, while larg­ 
er areas, side and top panels^ may 
bo veneers of that wood. 
Each type’ of wood calls for 
somewhat different treatment in 
finishing 11 you want a beautiful 
Job. Of course, you can buy a can 
oC quick drying enamel and paint 
cheap shelves, or you can experi­ 
ment with varkma Jack-of-aE- 
trades tricks. One woman told me 
siae obtained unusual finishes by 
shoe polish—black, tan* or 
jysset—with a final coat of wax. 
But 11 you want a professional 
appearing job youTl foUow the 
methods of famous cabinet makers. 
Ctordon Obrig, a national auttior- 
tty (Ml wood and wood finishes, 
oontends that amateurs often can 
get finer finishes than many man­ 
ufacturers because they have the 
time to spare and the will to 
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A million new homes could be 
built In 1952, using only 2% of the 
nation’s total production of s^eeL ^ 
an authoritative report revealed 
today. 
Also, a million new homes in 
1952 would use only 1% of the total 
production of copper and 1%% of 
aluminum, according to a fact- 
packed study of housing material 
requirements released today by the

Builders. NAHB pointed out that 
the difference between building 
850,000 and one million units per 
year would amount to only 0.3% 
of the nation’s total production of 
steel, 1% of copper and 0.2% of 
aluminum. 
The voluminous study, the first 
of its type, concluded: Rigis Gov­ 
ernment 
conservation 
measures 
over steel, copper and aluminum, 
as related to housing, would con­ 
serve relatively, little material for 
defense purposes, In view of the 
small amounts used in housing. 
Housing and the vast employ­ 
ment it provides was said to be 
• absolutely essential to the nation’s 
welfare and economy. 
THE ANALYSIS, which is titled 
“Housing and the War Emergency** 
was released by the National As­ 
sociation of Home Builders. 
The NAHB said the analysis, 
documented by numerous charts, 
was prepared to aid Government 
agencies in exercising their auth­ 
orities over the production and 
distribution of building materials. 
Production and sale of new 
homes have been under rigid Fed­ 
eral controls for the past year. 
Numerous government agencies, 
including the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, Pfderal Housing 
Administration, Veterans* Admin­ 
istration, National Production Au­ 
thority, Office of Price StabUisa- 
tion etc., control various phases of 
home sales or construction. 
I^ e housing goal for 1951, as set 
by the govemment, is a maximum 
of 850,000 units, which is a reduc­ 
tion of 39% from 1950 production 
of new homes and apartments.

CONTROLS, said the NAHB, 
have been imposed over housing 
simply because it is part off the 
nation’s seoond largest industry* 
Facts and statistics on housing 
characteristics and materials usage 
have been sadly absent, the NAHB 
reported. “It is hoped this valu­ 
able study will correct the latter 
situatkxi.** 
The study* pointed but that the 
material requirements of the pres­ 
ent defense effort were far less 
than those successfully met in 
World War H. 
“Our present productive capa­ 
city is much greater than in World 
War II, and hence we will be able 
to meet the less requirements 
more easily,” the study predicted. 
In discussing the small amount 
of critical materials used by the 
home building industry, the report 
pointed out that every home build­ 
er, as well as his national organi­ 
zation, has always agreed that 
housing was secondary to the ful­ 
fillment of military requirements. 
However, the National Associa­ 
tion of Home Buildeys “hopes that 
the essentiality of an adequate 
housing supply, not only in critical 
defense areas, but throughout the 
nation, will early be recognised by 
all concerned in planning defense 
mobilization, so that the costly 
World War H mistakes can bo 
avoided.” 
The study outlines the material 
requirements 
for 
an 
adequate 
housing supply and relates these 
requirements to the qverall de­ 
fense effort. 
THE STATISTICS- F I L L E D 
study produced many surprises: for 
example, the average new dwell­ 
ing built in 1950 had these char­ 
acteristics: size was approximately 
1000 square fi^t; 64% had no base­ 
ment; 88% were on story; 72% had 
exterior walls of frame oonstruo- 
tion, with 11% of solid masonry, 
and 10% masonry veneer ; windows 
were 69% wood, 28% steel, 8% al­ 
uminum; heating was 80% warm 
air, 11% hot water, and •% by 
other means.

allow the air to escape . . . and 
closes the venjts or windows when 
the temperature is lower so that 
inside climate is attuned to com­ 
fortable working conditions. 
Thousands of pounds of fresh 
food is handled in the building 
each day but the process of making 
it ready for market or storing it 
away in a climate suitable for 
preservation is accomplished with 
a number of labor saving devices. 
Roller conveyors simplify loading 
and unloading of crated and pack­ 
aged material, while large parcels 
of food are handled with platform 
and pallet trucks. 
Other equipment includes scales 
and racks. And in the center of 
the large open working area is a 
booth with a score of telephones 
each taking and receiving orders 
of the day. 
The company maintains a total 
of 13 trucks, three of which are 
refrigerated for distribution pur­ 
poses. The moving ice boxes are 
capable of transporting 200 cases 
of frozen food and their frosty 
insides they can be maintained at 
sub-zero temperatures for more 
than 40 hours. 
Marin Produce also uses three

Freezer Rooms In San Rafael 
Could Hold 4 Railcars Of Food 


The Marin Produce Company 
has two of the largest independent­ 
ly owned freezer storage rooms in 
Marin County, with a total storage 
capacity of some 10,000 cases of 
frozen food, or four rail cars, that 
can be stored at one time. 
Freezer rooms are maintained at 
a sub-zero temperature powered by 
one 10 horse-power General Elec­ 
tric compressor. Coils in the rooms 
are of the latest freon gas type 
whereby the refrigeration machin­ 
ery operates for a period of two 
arid one-half hours, automatically 
shuts off by a time clock control, 
and by hot gas compressed through 
the compressor automatically de­ 


frosts the coils in a period of fiva 
minutes. 
By using this modern method 
which has Just recently been de­ 
veloped, there is no better refriger- 
ation than refrigerating through a 
clean coil. In this manner, ice and 
frost do not have sufficient time 
to build up around the coils. 
The freezer walls and ceilings are 
constructed of six inches of spun 
glass and cement lined over ex­ 
panded metal lath. The tempera­ 
ture in such well insulated refrig­ 
erators does not vary more than 10 
degrees during a period of sixty 
hours.

nearly 60 years he served as spir­ 
itual leader of the church at 
Broughton. 
Mrs. Steel died when Anna was 
scarcely three years old and the 
little girl that she left behind was 
in delicate health all through 
childhood. When she was 19, she 
suffered a hip injury which made 
her an Invalid for life. 
Two years later, on the very eve 
of her wedding day, the young man 
to whom she was to be married 
was drowned. 
But her Christian spirit and 
sweetneset triumphed over all of 
these trials and there is no hint of 
sorrow or hardship in any of her 
songs. 
Anna Steele was England's first 
woman hymnist. Her first poems 
appeared in print in 1760. It is 
said Uiat, on the day that she 
mailed them from Broughton, her 
minister-father wrote the follow­ 
ing notation in his diary: 
"This day Nanny sent part of 
her oompositkios to London to be 
printed. I entreat a gractous God, 
who enabled and stirred her up to 
such a work, to direct it and bless 
it for the good of many. 1 i»ay 
God to make it useful, and to keep 
her humble."
